DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Applicant's arguments and Terminal Disclaimer, filed 
on March 05, 2009 in which claims 26-28 have been canceled. Claims 29-35 are 
currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application, and 
view of Applicant's arguments, amendments, and terminal disclaimer, Claims 29-35, 
renumbered as 1-16 are found to be in condition of allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
teach a broadcast station to transmit audio signal having information to alert receivers 
about the type of information being received. It is inherent that a broadcast station 
includes device to play CD such that information stored on a CD can be played and 
broadcast to listeners. Ravi further teaches broadcast information (audio signal) 
includes TP flag or TF flag announcement and a receiver that stores codes to identify 
stations. If the flag (corresponding to template) matches the code, the receiver is 
switched to the broadcast station. 

On the other hand, the Applicant teaches, inter alia, generating the template from 
said audio signal; determining whether a user of the system has indicated a listening 
preference for content associated with said audio signal; and adding said template to 
the set of templates if said determining means determines that said user has indicated a 
listening preference for the content associated with said audio signal. These limitations, 
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in conjunction with all limitations of the independent claims, have not been disclosed, 
taught, or made obvious over the prior arts of record. 

The Applicant further teaches, inter alia, means for generating a template from 
said audio signal; means for determining whether a user of the system has activated a 
predetermined push button or buttons provided on said at least one control panel; and 
adding means for adding said template to at least one of two or more sets of templates, 
wherein said adding means adds said template to said at least one of said two or more 
sets of templates if said determining means determines that said user has activated 
said predetermined push button or buttons. These limitations, in conjunction with all 
limitations of the independent claims, have not been disclosed, taught, or made obvious 
over the prior arts of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
